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Three distinguished graduates of the Univer- 
sity of Alberta have been namedby the Senate 
to receive the honorary LL.D. degree at 
Fall Convocation, November 7th, at the 
Northern Alberta Jubilee Auditorium. 


Dr. Darol K. Froman is considered one of 


the United States' outstanding nuclear physi- 


cists. Born in Harrington, Washington in 
1906, Dr. Froman attended school at Pono- 
ka, Alberta before entering the University 
of Alberta where he received his B.Sc. in 
honors physics in 1926, and his M.Sc. in 
physics the following year. He was granted 
the Ph.D, degree in 1930 at the University of 
Chicago. He has taught at the University of 
Alberta (1930-31), McGill, Denver, and is 
consulting Professor of Physics at the Univ- 
ersity of New Mexico. Dr. Froman is one 
of 21 scientists in Enrico Fermi's Group 
that first achieved controlled nuclear fission 
at the University of Chicago. He has served 
asa member of the Science Advancement 
Committee under the U.S. Secretary of De- 
fence and at the time of his retirement in 
1962 was Associate Technical Director of 
the Los Alamos Scientific Laboratory. In 
May ofthis year, President Johnston approv- 
ed him as one of nine men to serve on the 
Technical Study Advisory Board of the U.S. 
Atomic Energy Commission. He also acts 
as Technical Consultant to Douglas Aircraft. 
Dr. Froman married Ethel Norris, a 1929 
Pharmacy graduate of this University, and 
they have two children. :

The Honourable Mr. Justice Ronald Martland 


is a Judge of the Supreme Court of Canada. 


He was born in Liverpoolin 1907 but received 
his public education inEdmonton. He obtain- 
ed two degrees from the University of Alber- 
ta, B.A. '26 and LL.B. '28, and then went 
on to Oxford where-he-wis granted the M. A. 
and B.C. L. He was called tothe Alberta 
Bar in 1932 and practised law in Edmonton 
from that time until 1958 when he was ap- 
pointed to the Stpreme Court. In 1943 he 
was made a King's Counsel. He is an Hon- 
orary Professor of Law at this University. 
Mr, Martland is a Past-President of the 
Canadian Club, Edmonton Branch, and the 
Northern Alberta Branch of the Canadian 
Cancer Society. He was a Bencher of the 
Law Society of Alberta for ten years prior to 
his present appointment. He is a former 
Chancellor of the Diocese of Athabasca. Dur- 
ing the Second World War he served with 
the Loyal Edmonton Regiment, 2nd Battalion 
in the Reserves with the rank of Major. Mr. 
Martland is married and has one son and two 
daughters. 


Col. G. R. Stevens, a 1915 Arts graduate of 
this University, is a distinguished Canadian 
author, broadcaster and film director. Born 
in Tatamagouche, Nova Scotia in 1892, he 
served with the P.P.C.L.I. during World 
War I and was awarded the O.B.E. and the 
permanent rank of Lt. Colonel. Following 
the war he served for one year as editorial 
writer for the Edmonton Journal. Between 
1921-34 he served with the Canadian Govern- 
ment Trade Commission in Cuba, Jamaica, 
South Africa, Peru and Australia. He was 
Director of Companies in Johannesburg from 
1935-39 followed by a seven-year post as 
Public Relations Officer with the Internation- 
al Tea Board in London where he produced 
the first films ever made expressly for pri- 
mitive peoples. Since 1948 he has been self- 
employed. Colonel Stevens is the author of 
nine military books including one on the 
P.P.C.L.1., Vol. 3 (1919-1957), the Loyal 
Edmonton Regiment and many on the Indian 
Army which he served with as Public Rela- 
tions Liaison Officer in North Africa, Burma 
and Italy. He has also written 12 other books 
including a monumental three-volume work 
on the Canadian National Railways. His most 
recent publication is The Incompleat Cana- 
dian. Among the many films he has written, 
directed and produced are, North America 
is a Way of Life and Ogilvie in Canada. As 
a broadcaster he has served with the C.B.C., 
the South African Broadcasting Corporation, 
the Egyptian B.C., and the Mutual Don Lee 
B.C. Colonel Stevens is married, has two 
sons and lives in Montreal. 
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THE NUFFIELD FOUNDATION

Nuffield Foundation Travel Grants are de- 
signed for scholars of outstanding ability who 
are over 35 and who wish to undertake ad- 
vanced research which can be carried on only 
in the United Kingdom. They are valued at 
£230 for scholars from the Prairie provinces 
and an additional £50 per month is awarded 
for living expenses. They are tenable for not 
less than 2 months, not more than 6 months. 
Candidates must be, or intend to become, 
Canadian citizens, whose application is sup- 
ported by the Executive Head or other appro- 
priate officer of the University. Candidates 
in the Natural or Medical Sciences must hold 
adoctor's degree and have subsequent teach- 
ing experience on the staff of a University. 
Candidates in the Humanities or Social Sci- 
ences must have either a doctor's degree or 
the standard of that degree and have subse- 
quently a year or more of teaching or re- 
search experience at a University.

A limited number of fellowships, sponsored 
by the American Council of Learned Societies 
and the Social Science Research Council, for 
advanced graduate and post-doctoral training 
in the social sciences and humanities relating 
to Western Europe will be available for the 
academic year 1965-66. The fellowships are 
available to applicants who: have completed 
the M.A. degree or its equivalent; are not 
over 35 years of age; are American or Cana- 
dian citizens or who can give evidence of in- 
tending to become citizens; wish to combine 
training in their own major discipline with 
multi-disciplinary area and language train- 
ing relating to Western Europe.

He returned to the House of 
Commons in June, 1962 and became a Minis- 
ter in April, 1963.
